PROPERTY A 0 407 acre tract of land more or less being Lot 8 and the west 19 feet of
Lot 7 and the cast 50 feet of Lot 7 Block 75, Original City of Austin, the
tract of land being more particularly described in Document No
2006110900 of the Official Public Records of Travis County, Texas

WHEREAS, the Owner whether one or more of the Property and the City of Austin have
agreed that the Property should be impressed with certain covenants and restrictions

NOW, THEREFORE it is declared that the Owner of the Property for the consideration
shall hold sell and convey the Property, subject to the following covenants and restrictions
impressed upon the Property by this restnctive covenant These covenants and restrictions shall
run with the land and shall be binding on the Owner of the Property, its heirs, successors and
assigns

1 The Owner shall design and construct streetscape improvements along Rio Grande Street
and West 7th Street in compliance with the City of Austin Great Streets design criteria as
the criteria existed on March 1 2006 Design permitting and construction of streetscape
improvements will be at Owner s expense The Owner shall coordinate the design of the
streetscape improvements with the Urban Design Section of the Neighborhood Planning
and Zoning Department The Urban Design Section shall inspect and approve the
streetscape improvements prior to issuance of a certificate of occupancy

All residential and commercial development shall comply with Austin Energy Green
Building Program in effect on March 1 2007 to achieve a minimum two star rating

A live music venue is not permitted on the first floor a building or structure on the
Property

If any person or entity shall violate or attempt to violate this agreement and covenant it
shall be lawful for the City of Austin to prosecute proceedings at law or in equity against
such person or entity violating or attempting to violate such agreement or covenant to
prevent the person or entity from such actions and to collect damages for such actions

If any part of this agreement or covenant is declared invalid by judgment or court order
the same shall in no way affect any of the other provisions of this agreement, and such
remaining portion of this agreement shall remain in full effect
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If at any time the City of Austin fails to enforce this agreement, whether or not any
violations of it are known such failure shall not constitute a waiver or estoppel of the
right to enforce it

This agreement may be modified amended or terminated only by joint action of both (a)
a majority of the members of the City Council of the City of Austin and (b) by the
owner(s) of the Property subject to the modification amendment or termination at the
time of such modification, amendment or termination
